I hope to be able to return 
to Washington next week, but shall 
not attem pt any..a tug more than rou­ 
tine work of my oil ice until my health 
in restored.”

Washington.—The weather bureau 
at Washington has just dispelled sev­ 
eral common superstitions concerning 
the weather. 
In 
both Europe and 
America there is an old belief that a 
severe storm—the so-called ‘‘equinoc­ 
tial storm” or ‘‘equinoctial gale”—is 
due about the date of either equinox, 
that is, March 21 or September 22, or 
more particularly about tile date of 
the autumnal or vernal equinox, says 
the New York Times.

“The fallacy of this idea consists in 
identifying any 
storm 
that 
occurs 
within a week or several weeks of the 
equinox as the equinoctial 
storm,” 
says the bureau. "Statistics show th a t 
there is no maximum of storm fre­ 
quency either in this country or in 
Europe close to the date of either 
equinox. 
Of course, in the long run 
storms do occur about these dates, 
just as they occur at ail other times 
in the year. 
No reason why st or; is 
should be especially frequent around 
the equinoxes Is known to meteorolo­ 
gists. 
‘‘In the United States the belief in 
the equinoctial storm as an event of 
regular occurrence has perhaps been 
fostered by the fact that West Indian 
hurricanes are most common in the 
late summer and early autumn.

"Modern science is unable to find 
any evidence that the moon affects the 
weather to an appreciable extent, and 
unable to conceive of any reason why 
it should. 
The movements of the at­ 
mosphere that give us different kinds 
of weather ail involve the expenditure 
I of an immense amount of energy in 
| the form of heat. 
Such energy comes 


I to us from the sun, and its varying ef- 
, foots depend mainly upon the varying 
I positions of tile earth as it revolves 
I around the sun and rotates on its axis. 
The moon has no heat of Its own. 
It 
merely gives off into space that which 
: it receives from the sun, and a small 


I fraction of this reaches the earth. The 
; amount of heat we receive from the 
moon has been measured with very 
i delicate instruments. 
It Is so exces- 
| sively minute timt whatever effect it 
may have on our atmosphere must be 
completely swamped and obliterated 
by the enormously greater effects of 
solar energy. 


D ry and Wet M oon Myth. 
“It is true that the pull of the moon 
and the sun upon the atmosphere pro­ 
duces a tide in the atmosphere much 
like a tide in tile ocean. But this, too, 
has been measured and it is found to 
; be insignificant compared with the al- 
i ternate expanding and shrinking of 
the atmosphere due to heating by day 
and cooling by night—tile ‘heat tide,’ 
so to speak. 
Hence it is of no prac­ 
tical interest. 
“The belief in ‘dry’ and ‘wet’ moons, 
indicated by the position of the lunar 
crescent in the evening sky, and a

Perfect Wood It Needed 
for Airplane Propellers 
The propellers of airplanes must pos­ 
sess extraordinary strength, for theii 
speed tends to disrupt them. In a fest 
run, with the propellers made of wood, 
w'hich had been dried to tile lowest 
possible moisture content, or "bone 
dry,” the ends of the blades actually 
exuded sap, forced out by the contra’ i 
gal action. 
Some air machine engines run ai 
1.700 revolutions a minute. 
An en 
glne of that power should use a nine- 
foot six-inch propeller, and the speed 
of the blade ends would he in the 
neighborhood of six hundred miles an 
hour.

Float Copper Shows Head 
by Prehistoric Designer 


The University of M ich iga n h a s r**- 
ccntly acquired a nugget of “flout" 
copper weighing 4 X3 pounds aud m e a s ­ 
uring 42 by 8 2 in ch es, wlrh a thick­ 
ness of about 3 Inches. 
. The nugget 
was obtained by the 
university at the market price of cop­ 
per from n Houghton county farmer, 
who turned it up in his fields. 
It was 
believed tit the time it was simply an 
exceptionally 
large piece of “float” 
copper, and It was not until it was 
photographed that its full value was 
learned, 
In turning the copper to gel 
tin* hest light, a “face” w it observed 
along one edge. 
Investigation showed 
evidences of human handiwork. 
Especial Interest Is attached to Hie 
piece of copper Itself, because it soo ­ 
the effect of the wearing of glacial 
stones.
